BERLIN, Thursday, Oct. 3.—For- 
eign Minister Gustay Stresemann 
died suddenly early today. 

Death came at 5:25 A. M. as a 
result of a heart attack after:a stroke 
of paralysis, 

Dr. Stresemann had been in ill 
health, for months, but recently. he 
had so.far recovered as to be able 
to participate in the arduous confer- 
ence at The Hague on reparations 
and the session of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations at Geneva. 

Dr. Stresemann was one of the 
forémost statesmen of post-war Eu-

French Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister, generally was regarded as one 
of the most active of the world’s 
peace workers. He was president of

rubles (about $3,750,000,000) could 
not be met by the country. On the 
contrary, it balanced and showed a 
surplus of 250,000,000 rubles. i 
budget for the new year was origin 
ally planned to total 9,250,000, 
but now it had been set at 10,250,- - 
000,000 rubles. Similarly, the orig- 
inal plan called for an expenditure 
of 2,250,000,000 for capital invest- 
ment in industry. Now 3,000,000,000 
had been decided on* and the Su- 
preme Industrial Council wanted to 
add 250,000,000 more.

Jadwin Project, Adopted ‘by 
Congress, Gives the City 
Apparent Security. 








BUT IT CUTS OFF PARISHES 





Loss in Land Values by Floodings 
Through the State Will Affect 
Its Property.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 2.—Nowhere 
in the whole Mississippi River flood 
zone is the existing confusion in- 
volving the ‘northern floodways 
more deeply deplored than here in 
the city of New Orleans, the security 
and the prosperity of which are.-so 
greatly involved in the speedy com- 
pletion of a workable and lasting 
flood-control system. 

Under the Jadwin plan New Or- 
leans is safeguarded, and from a 
selfish standpoint the city would 
provide every reason to urge the 
carrying forward of that plan re- 
gardless of the complaints of the 
thousands of people whese homes 
are in the floodway: basins to -the 
north of the Gulf metropolis. 

But not ‘all New Orleans, by any 
means, is selfish. Thousands of the 
best citizens take the position that 
the whole problem must be worked 
out so as to protect not only New 
Orleans but also the great areas to 
the north, the prosperity of which 
is of such vital importance to the 
city. 

Unfortunately, the people of New 
Orleans are not a unit in this crisis. 
There is a very powerful. element, 
which includes the members of the 
House of Representatives from the 
two New Orleans districts, who are 
opposed to any cessation in the work 
now under way; and this includes 
the Bird’s Point, Boeuf River and 
Atchafalaya Basin floodway projects, 
as well as the controlled Bonnet 
Carret spillway, the last being the 
most important of all the flood-con- 
trol projects in so far. as the. satis- 
factory guarantee of New Orleans is 
concerned. 


Hoover’s Suggestion Is Open. 


The President has let it be known 
that, if the members of the Senate 
and House from the flood States will 
take the responsibility of making 
the request, he will take under con- 
sideration the question of tempo- 


rarily postponing flood control in the 
lower valley pending a new survey 
of the whole situation. 

The proposal of the President is 
heartily supported in the Boeuf River 
and Atchafalaya Basin countries, 
but the attitude of the New Orleans 
Members of Congress has, for the 
time being at least, rendered the 
President’s suggestion non-effective. 
The result is that the battle lines 
to the north continue to form and 
the lawyers continue preparing for 
the long-drawn-out court actions 
which are certain to follow unless 
the proposal of the President . or 
something like it is agreed to.

The Bonnet Carret spillway is de- 
signed to take care of 250,000 cubic 
feet of water per second, which 
would leave about 250,000 cubic fect 
to pass through the crescent of New 
Orleans in floods such as the one 
of 1927. This would mean a reading 
of less than twenty feet on the New 
Orleans gauge, and that is well with- 
in the safety limitz. ' : 

This, of course, is dependent on the 
solution of the Boeuf,River and 
Atchafalaya Basin phases of the con- 
trol problem. Those control projects 
must operate at the same time if the 
Bonnet Carret diversion is to be 100 
per cent effective 

The vigorous opposition to the 
Boeuf River Basin floodway, in 
Southern Arkansas and Northern 
Louisiana, was detailed in; yester- 
day’s dispatch. It.is p story, practi- 
cally the ‘same, in its main essen- 
tials;; in the country through which 
the Atchafalaya floodway will oper-. 
ate. Here, as in the other, flood- 
ways, the big snag is. compensation. 

owever, there is a differénce, 
in that in the Boeuf River areas the 
people are opposed to any floodway;

Atchafalaya Basin Plans. 


The Atchafalaya Sasin floodway, 
under the Jadwin plan, will carry off 
1,500,000 second-feet of water, at an 
estimated cost of $30,000,000.

May Render Lands Worthless. 


“As a matter of fact,’”’ said State 
Engineer Jacobs, ‘‘these two flood- 
ways, the Boeuf and the Atchafa- 
laya, are really one, for the Atcha- 
falaya bevins where the Boeuf ends. 
Under the plan now in effect, I will 
say that in my opinion, if carried 
through, these two floodways, with a 
length cf approximately 250 miles 
and varying in width from thirteen 
to twenty miles on the average, will 
render theze. lands practically worth- 
less in the face of a hazard so un- 
determined. 


‘It would mean that about 300 
miles of railroads would have to be 
rebuilt or rerouted, miles of drainage 
projects would be made worthless 
and thousands of farms, little and 
big, would become unproductive.” 

Among the prominent men of New 
Orleans with whom the writer talked 
was Esmond Phelps, one of the own- 
ers of The New Orleans Times-Pica- 
yune. and president of the Board of 
Administrators of Tulane University. 
From the beginning, Mr. Phelps has 
been a leader ik the flood control 
movement, He views the situation 
in its larger aspect. He wants the 
problem solved, but he wants the 
right solution. 

‘Thé flood contro! law passed by 
Congress in May, 1928,” said Mr. 
Phelps, ‘‘specifically provided for no 
local contributions and clearly pro- 
vided that the United States should 
pay the ‘full value of any lands, ease- 
ments or rights of way needed in the 
construction of the Boeuf, Atchafa- 
laya and Bonnet Carret diversion 
projects. Also it should be noted 
that the amow.sa %S be paid are not 
to be passed upon by a jury, but are 
to be determined by the judges of 
the Federal courts, who review tenta- 
tive findings made by three commis- 
sioners to be appointed by these 
judges.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A warning 
was given by the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation in a news bulletin issued 
here tonight against extravagant im- 
pressions that the conversations. be- 
tween President Hoover and Prime 
Minister MacDonald here during the 
next few days are to be the basis of 
an ‘‘Anglo-American entente’’ di- 
rected against other nations. Such a 
viewpoint is the “one outstanding 
danger of this visit,’’ it was asserted. 

The closest possible understanding, 
the association contended, was highly 
Gesirable between England and =the 
United States in regard to world 
peace, but it considered unfortunate 
the impression that the two countries" 
were distrustful of other govern- 
ments and seeking coordination of 
their foreign policies. The latter, it 
stated, would be “‘after the manner 
of a ‘diplomacy discredited by the 
World War.”’ 

Through incorrect unofficial: im- 
pressions published abroad, the, asso- 
ciation said, the suspicion” of ‘other 
countries has already been aroused, 
notably in France. Because of this 
situation, it added, ‘‘much will de- 
pend upon what tran ires in Amer- 
ica during the next ten*days,"’ "par- 
ticularly. as the prospect of a naval 
treaty would become dim should 
France decline to discuss naval fig- 
ures at the projected conference in 
London next January and make a 
naval agreement dependent upon an 
adjustment of the land armament 
issue. 

‘‘The French attitude is based 
ly on what happened at the 
ington conference,’’. says the bulle- 
tin.. “Frenchmen believed that at 
that conference the British Em a} 
and the United States combine 
fasten upon their own Nigger, er 
sition of inferiority in batt sahios. 
France does not intend to be manoeu- 
vred into accepting a similar in- 
feriority in auxillary craft. 

“It should, moreover, be remem- 
bered that France now occupies a 
—- of military supremacy in 

urope. Until she is willing to re- 
duce this supremacy, land disarma- 
ment will be impossible; and without 
land disarmament Europe will. con- 
tinue to be a continent of fear. It 
is conceivable that England, Japan 
and the United States may proceed 
to the negotiation of a naval agree- 
ment will be impossible, and without 
France or Italy. But if France.is 
thus antagonized, she will be’ more 
determined than ever to cling to her 
military supremacy. 

“The ‘closest possible understand- 
ing’ between England and the United 
States in regard to world peace-is 
highly desirable, .but no more ‘so 
than the closest possible understand- 
ing between the United States and 
every other nation in the world. 
There is no reason why the United 
States should not be on exactly as 

ood terms with France as with 

reat Britain. There is no reason 
why England should not be on ex- 
actly as good terms with France as 
with the United States. 

“Mr. MacDonald and President 
Hoover realize their responsibilities,” 
it is stated in conclusion. “The 
American public should: not hamper 
them in the dise e of these re- 
sponsibilities by well-mean but 
misdirected sentimentality on “the 
one hand or by ee ee hopes on: 
the other. As negotiations progress 
we shall probably come to realize 
that all of the issués which have dis- 
turbed Anglo-American relations in 
the past affect the interests of many 
countries and cannot he solved: ex-

It is the contention of union offi- 
cials-that-the strikers-did “not fire a 
single shot and’ that, the shooting 
came from) the Sheriff's men and 
the two- mill officials.-- 

Sheriff Adkins himself was unable 

to say who fired the first shot. He 
was preparing to, make wholesale 
affests’ of strikers, icharging them 
with responsibility for the shooting. 
While unable ‘to say from which side 
the firing commenced, Sheriff Ad- 
kins declared that it began after he 
had sought to disperse the strikers 
by exploding tear gas-pistols. at .the 
crowd of pickets. 
While the union had assembled 
much testimony of strikers. and eye 
witnesses as to what took place, a 
clear picture of what actually hap- 
pened may be obtained only tomor- 
row, when'the coroner’s jury holds 
its inquest. 

A demand that ‘the inquest be an 

open one was made tonight by the 
union, and there were threats of 
violence unless a public investiga- 
tion of the tragedy is held. The 
threats followed reports that it was 
the “purpose of the authorities to 
hold a secret investigation. This was 
denied by responsible officials. 
The situation tonight was consid- 
ered very. grave and much apprehen- 
sion was felt concerning a possible 
resumption of trouble tomorrow and 
on Friday, when .the funeral of the 
dead strikers will’ be held. 


Union Charges Discrimination. 


‘Today’s strike is the second one in 
three. ronths to disturb the opera- 


tion of the Marion Manufacturing 
‘Company’s mill and bears a direct 
relation to the first walkout, which 
began July 11 and was concluded on 
Sept..9 with an agreement between 
a union and the mill management 
for an increase in wages, a reduc- 
tion in ‘hours and eiaaataneat, 1 
with a few exceptions, of those who 
had quit their jobs.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—While or- 
dinary revenues of the government 
topped the billion mark, and at 
$1,014,710,915 were $128,959,834 great- 
er than one year ago, for the first 
quarter of the fiscal year 1930, 
which ended on Sept. 30; the picture 
of Federal finances was not com- 
pletely favorable. Ordinary expendi- 
tures, exclusive of the sinking fund 
and other public debt reduction 
items, chargeable against ordinary 
receipts, kept forging ahead and, at 
$722,680,844, were $18,203,404 larger 
than for the same three months in 
the earlier year. 

The largest increase in ordinary 
expenditures came under the class 
fication of ‘‘general expenditures,” 
which cover the running costs of the 
big government departments. For 
this. group the expenses for the 
three months totaled $544,274,080, as 
against $510,857,453 in the same 
three months of the ay heap fiscal 
year, an increase of $33,41 i 

These expenses have ‘so mount- 
ing at the rate of about $10,000,000 a

The statement of total expenditures 
chargeable against ordinary receipts, 
this including the debt reduction ex- 
penditures, shows a heavy reduction 
for the first three months, standin 
at. $959,618,398, as compared wi 
$1,069,813,740. one year ago, a de- 
crease of "$110,195 

This decrease, however, is of little 
use for comparative purposes, inas- 
much as it is due to the fact that but 
$236,864,950 has been spent in the 
first three months of this fiscal year 
out of ordinary revenues for the 
account of the sink , as com- 
pared with $365,325,800, or $128,460,- 
850 less. The sinking fund is a fixed 
amount, set by law, and the Treas- 
ur Department later in the year 
will be compelled to make additional 
purchases for it such as were made 
in the first quarter of the last fiscal 
year. 


Stock Market Gains Reflected. | 


The biggest gain in revenues was 
in income taxes, which, at $609,373,- | 
$20, were $99,093,425 more than for 
the first three months of the fiscal 
year 1929. This was due to the fact 
that the tax collected on big profits 
talren in the stock market. were be- 
ing returned. Miscellaneous taxes, 
at $161,158,917, were approximately 
$11,307,000 "greater for the present 
fiscal year, this being due chiefly 
to stamp taxes on sales of securities 
in stock market transactions and the 
continuous growth of the taxes col- 
lected on cigarettes. 

Customs collections, at $161,183,- 
393, were $13,385.105 greater than for 
the same three months in the fiscal 
year 1929, due to the fact, it is be- 
lieved, that importers have been 
rushing commodities to this country 
in fear that a tariff bill will be 
passed assessing higher rates. 

As the treasury stood on 
Sept. 30, receipts showed an excess 
of $55, 092,517 over revenues, against 
a deficit of $184,062,659 at the end 
of September one year ago. The fact 
that S128. 460,000 less has been a 
on the s fund in this year, as 
compared with the amount spent one 
year ago, is in part responsible for 
the large surplus of revenues shown.

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 2.—Two 
composers of the rising generation in 
America were represented on the 
opening program of the seventieth 
Worcester Music Festival tonight in 
Mechanics Hall. They were Werner 
Josten, with his Ode for St. Cecelia’s 
Day, after Dryden, and Howard 
Hanson, whose ‘‘Lament for Beo- 
wulf,’’ like the composition of Jos- 
ten, was heard here for the first 
time. Both these works were heart- 
ily approved by the audience. There 
was no question of the impression 
they made, for there was long and 
loud applause, and both composers 
Were present to acknowledge it. 

So much for the chronicle of the 
event. There is now the question of 
the quality of the music, which is 
not necessarily determined by salvos 
of applause or by:critical verdict de- 
livered in hot haste in the small 
hours of the morning. 

Mr. Josten has set Dryden’s fa- 
mous ode for chorus, orchestra and 
soprano and baritone solos.. The 
music follows the-verbal images as 
well as the emotional phases of the 
poem. 

The invocation of “‘heavenly har- 
mony,”’ the thought of the first mu- 
sician, Jubal, with his. lyre; the 
apostrophe to “the trumpet’s loud 
clangour” ‘which ‘‘excites us to 
arms’’; the music of ‘‘the soft, com- 
plaining flute, the lover’s rage,’’ 
‘the sacred organ’s praise, the 
ministrations of Orpheus and Cecilia, 
and the peroration, ‘‘as from 
the power of sacred lays the soueres 
began to move,’’ these 

Dryden’s poem are flexibly but at 
closely followed by Josten’s score. 

It is important to note that this 
work was composed several years 
ago, although the revised version 
heard tonight was completed in 1928. 
There is not the individuality or 
the intimacy of expression found in 
the ‘“‘Concerto Sacro’? which Mr. 
Stoessel produced in New York and 
Mr. Koussevitzky in Boston last sea- 
son, nor is there the consistent finish 
and distinction of Mr. Josten’s best 
songs. Nevertheless, the work as a 
whole thrills the listeners with pas- 
sages that remain in the memory 
long after the last note has sounded. 
The setting of the opening: stanza 
is one of these passages, where a 
harmony device, a ‘‘fifth succession’”’ 
suggested by the poet’s ‘‘heavenly 
harmony,’’ from which ‘*‘this univer- 
sal fame began,’’ unfolds successive 
vistas of harmonies and of tone ‘col- 
ors of voices and instruments which 
do indeed respond to the thought and 
the mood of Dryden’s ode. In other 
hands this device might have be- 


come a piece of trifling pedantry. 
Mr. Josten’s poetic aoteit pa the

treatment of the text. In Moussorg- 
sky’s song, ‘‘The Classic,’’ she was 
heavy and not genuinely satirical.

SPANISH FOOD. 


In matters gastronomic the aver- 
age man -is genuinely patriotic. He 
has two loyalties: first, to the dishes 
for which his'own country is famous, 
and then to the’ excellencies ‘of the 
French menu. Naturally, the culinary 
specialties of his own neck of the 
woods rank nearest his’ heart.

Shorter and Better Ball Games. 


With the baseball season lagging along to a languid 
finish, there comes a suggestion for shorter and bet- 
ter ball games: 

“Sir—All of us can recall ball games in which one 
team piled up a long lead in an early inning, thus de- 
ciding the game for all practical purposes, but let- 
ting the playing continue to a dreary finish, with half 
the spectators gone home. My suggestion is that in- 
stead of.one game of nine innings the league teams 
should play two games of five innings each day. This 
would eliminate most of the tiresome. games, and 
probably’ there would be better pitching where a 
pitcher could pux all his stuff and speed on the ball 
knowing that he didn’t have so far to go. 

“On double-header days four of the short games 
could be played. There would be more drama in such 
@ program for the spectators and perhaps more inter- 
est for the players. Sincerely, IRWIN KURTZ.” 

This suggestion is even more revolutionary than 
John Heydler’s ten-man scheme, and most’ baseball! 
rooters will turn from it in. scorn. There’remains the 
firm conviction that a baseball game consists of nine 
innings, with nine players on a side, and the idea re- 
mains firmly fixed as the spectators stroll away from 
a sixteen-inning game in which one side had used 
fourteen players and the opposing side seventeen 
players.

The directors of the body also voted 
at their meeting to seek a reduction 
in assessments on Brooklyn apart- 
ment houses, it was announced. 
Many apartment house owners were 
forced to-pay as high as 23 Fh ag cent 
of their’ income. last year for taxes 
and it is felt that the assessments on 
apa t houses are out of propor- 
tion with those on other property, 
according to Mr. Heide. An applica- 
tion for a general re-adjustment of 
apartment house assessments would 
be made to the Board of Taxes and 
Assessments, he said. 

The ruling regarding rent con 
cessions is the result.of. a movement 
started ten months ago, when the 
property owner’s association was 
first’ formed, Mr: Heide said. It 
was:found, he explained, that a num- 
ber of landlords had been unable ta

ASSESSMENT RISE 
DECRIED BY GRIMM 


Steady Increases Worry Realty 
Interests and City Costs Will 
Be Watched, He Says. 








NOYES’S VIEW IS OPPOSITE 





Growth of New York Makes Higher 
Expenses Inevitable and Taxes 
Must Go Up, He Holds. 





“Realty interests generally view 
with considerable apprehension the 
continuous increases which have been 
recorded in real estate assessments 
of this city in recent years,”* Peter 
Grimm, president of the Real. Es- 
tate Board of New York, declared 
yesterday in commenting on the 1930 


figures showing a rise of $1,253,- 
702,357 over the final assessments for 


‘Real estate is so easily located 
and handled that it has been an e 
matter for the city officials to fall 
back on it to pay for all advances 
in municipal expenditures, either 
through an increased rate or. in- 
creased assessments,’’ Mr. m 
said. ‘“‘But the matter is not so 
simple as. it appears. When assess- 
ments or rates go up, income from 
real property is affected and rents 
tend to rise. Thus a vicious. circle 
is created which in the final ‘analy- 
sis comes back to the last citizen. 

“Such increases are beginning to 
hurt us and we intend from now on 
to scrutinize the city’s budget much 
more closely than we have in the 

t,”” he continued. ‘‘Real estate 
or too long has been the target of 
taxation. 

“The city has many millions of 
dollars tied up in subways on which 
no income or interest is received, and 
the officials might properly turn 
more attention to the task of mak- 
ing these properties pay instead of 
attaching an additional burden on 
real estate owners designed to off- 
set what they lose on the subway in- 
vestment.”’ 

Charles F... Noyes, .another real 
estate man, voited a different view 
of the situation, apt vesing himself 
as being reconciled larger asses;s- 
ments or higher gates 

“As the city’ bands and its pop- 
ulation increases; the burden of gov- 
ernment grows-and the scope of ad- 
ministration enlarges,” Mr. Noyes 
said. ‘To look ‘out for this growth 
we must ‘expeet,-higher taxes or re- 
vision of assessments upward. Much 
of the increasé comes from a nor- 
mal rise in the: value of property 
or new. buildings, 

“T do not feel ‘that the assess- 
ments have been raised indiscrimi- 
nately, and -have found the admin- 
istration willing to consider any evi- 
dence of inequality ‘a@nd:ready to re- 
duce assessment figures where the 
change was deemed: justifiable.’’
